--exhausted at that-age, much of-his work for the advancement of science and | 


enhancement: of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the| 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have | 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- | 


ices which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he. had pass- | | 


ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the | 


enterprises coupled with his name. The sally of similar examples can be | 
carried ad infinitum. v | 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the ass'gned | 
“deadline’’ of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, v.gor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, wita equal energy and resource, did not 
hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab-| 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known 
saying, ‘A man is as old as he feels.” 

There must be some reason for a.prominent educationist to make so 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in-:an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found | 
in the work of tae Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘The Mod-| 
ern Theme,” has suggested -that each generat:on is distinct in.itself in that it 
differs) in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- 
ecalig it. If.this thesis be admitted;-it-would follow, of course, that one 
generation’s viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its'own day and 
thercfore not qualified to be its mentor.

TURNIP CROQUETTES 


1 large yellow turnip. 

2 potatoes. - 

2 egg yolks. ‘ 

1 teaspoon sugar. 
Salt and pepper. 
Crumbs and egg. 

Wash, peel and quarter the turnip. 
Cook until tender in boiling salted 
water to which has been added one 
teaspoon sugar. Press through a 
sieve. Peel-and cook the potatoes sep- 


| arately. Mash until smooth. Combine 


three quarters of a cup of the cook- 
ed turnip with one-half cup of the 
mashed potato. Add the two slightly 
beaten egg yolks. Cool. Form into 
small croquettes. Dip in crumbs 
again. Fry in deep fat. Drain on 
brown paper.

1 package lemon or lime-flavored 
gelatin. 
1 pint boiling water. 
2 tablespoons vinegar. 
4 teaspoon salt. 
1 cup celery, finely cut. 
1 pimento, finely cut.

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. 
Add vinegar and salt. Chit. When 
slightly thickened, fold in remaining 
ingredients.

‘JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY’ 


Golden Text: “Repent ye; for the 
Kingdom ..of Heaven is at hand.” 


Matthew 4:17. 


Lesson: Matthew 4:12-25. 
* Devotional Reading: Isaiah 61:1-6. 


Explanations and Comments 


Capernaum Becomes The Headquar- 
ters Of Jesus, verses 12-16——Now 
when Jesus heard that John was de- 
livered up, He withdrew into Galilee. 
The Fourth Gospel narrates the ear- 
lier activities of Jesus in Judea, 
Chapters 1 to 3. From Judea He 
went first to Nazareth, but left that 
city (Luke 4:16-30 gives the reason) 
for Capernaum which .!av on t* if 
of ‘Galilee in the midst of a densely |: 
populated region. Matthew wrote his 
Gospel ‘especially for the Jews, and 
he reminds them that Capernaum 
wag in the borders of Zebulun and 
Naphtali, the two tribes who settled 
there in Old Testament times, and 
tells them that this was foreshad- 
owed by the saying of Isaiah the 
prophet, verses 15 and 16. The peo- 
ple that:sat in darkness in Galilee 
did, in truth, see a great light, for in 
Jesus was life, and the life was the 
light of men. 

“When the gospel was first preach- 
ed to the Saxons of Northumbria, by 
Paulinus.(as we read in Bede's His- 
tory), King Edwin. sat in Council 
with his chiefs and wise men to con- 
sult whether they should, give up 
their | idols ,and believe in ‘the Lord 
Jesus Christ One of the Councillors 
arose and spoke thus: “In winter, O 
King, when thou art sitting in thy 
hall at supper, with a great fire burn- 
ing, and thy nobles and commanders 
around thee, sometimes a little bird 
files through the hall, in at one win- 
dow and out at another. The’mo- 
ment of his passage is sweet to him, 
for he feels neither cold nor tempest; 
but it is short, and from the dark 
winter he vanishes into the dark win- 
ter again. Such, O King, seems to me 
the short life of man; for we know 
not. whence we came nor whither we 
go. If, therefore, this new doctrine 
can teach us anything certain, let us 
embrace it.” And so Edwin and his 
people came out of the dark winter 
of. heathenism into the glorious light 
of the gospel, and became Christians,

If 4 
normal depth eyeball of one inch 
were elongated, as in Myopia, one 
twenty-fifth of an inch, the vision 
would decreas: from one hundred per 
cent to about fifteen per cent.

‘Extend Trade Treaty - 


Second Extension Is Arranged - Be- 
tween Canada And Germany 

A second extension as from Jan- 
uary has been arranged between Can- 
ada and Germany for the trade 
treaty initially contracted a year ago, 
according to an annguncement made 
at Ottawa recently. On January 1 
last year Germany agreed to exempt 
Canadian goods from the -.“Ober- 
tariff,’ or surtax, rates that were 
applicable to the products of countries 
which had not then negotiated com- 
mercial treaties with the reich.. This 
agreement terminated on Marca 31, 
1933. . 

As’ from April 1, it was renewed 
with Canada, according to Germany 
the benefits of the intermediate tariff, 
in return for which that country 
‘granted to Canada the ‘conventional’ 
or treaty tariff on such commodities 
as normally were embraced with the 
“conventional tariff’ schedules. On 
other commodities Canada was grant- 
ed the general tariff, with no applica- 
tion to any Canadian goods of the 
“Obertariff” rates. This agréement 
held until Dec. 31, 1933.

French Plane Spans Ocean 


Completes, Crossing From Africa To 
South American Port 


‘The great French flying .boat, 
“Southern Cross,” reached Natal Jan- | 
uary 4, completing an Atlantic cross- 
ing from Saint Louis, Senegal. 

The 'plane landed at 7:10 o'clock 
for @ flying time of 18 hours, 17 min- 
utes for the 1,970 miles. The distance | 
from Saint Louis to biatal. is 1,970 
miles™ 

--The four-motored hydroplane is the- 
French entry in a race with Germany 
to set up the first trans-Atlantic air 
mail line between Europe and South 
America via Africa. 

It is capable of carrying 11 tons of 
fuel. 

Within two months the ‘French 
government hopes to initiate daily 
service between Paris and Rio de 
Janeiro—with .a non-stop hop sche- 
dule over the south Atlantic. 

The giant ‘plane with a wing 
spread of 144 feet, landed. easily on 
the Potengy River. The flyers said 
théy averaged 110 miles an hour. 


Had To Be Transferred 


Old Phonograph Discs Would Not, 
Work On New Machines 

The British Museum has phono- 
graph master discs on which, in the 
olden days of horn recording, were 
registered the voices of famous men 
now dead. Some time ago a number 
of people gathered to hear Lord Ten- 
nyson speak from a disc made many 
years ago, Only a jumble of sound 
resulted, and it was found the disc 
would have to be played on a -phono- 
graph in use at the. time it was made, 
but no. such instrument is in exist- 
ence. Engineers finally solved the 
problem. Putting the disc on a mod- 
ern phonograph they played the old 
cylinder and converted the harsh and 
unintelligible sounds into minute elec- 
tric waves, which were then passed 
through tone filters and transferred 
to a new master disc.
